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EXPLANATORY NOTES 


Introduction 


In association with the March 1983 labour force 
survey conducted throughout Australia, persons aged 
fifteen to sixty-four years who were not in the labour 
force were asked about their labour force aspirations 
and, if appropriate, their availability for work and 
reasons for not currently seeking employment. 


2. During the two weeks beginning Monday 7 March, 
1983, specially trained interviewers asked questions of 
those of the 70,000 respondents in the March labour force 
survey who fell within the scope of this survey. 


3. Results of similar surveys, the first conducted in 
November 1975, have been published in previous issues 
of this publication. 


Scope 


4. The survey includes all persons not in the labour 
force aged fifteen to sixty-four years except: 


(a) certain diplomatic personnel of overseas govern- 
ments, customarily excluded from census and 
estimated populations; 


(b) overseas residents in Australia; 


(c) dependants of non-Australian defence forces 
personnel stationed in Australia; 


(d) persons who had actively looked for work but 
were unable to start a job in survey week for 
reasons other than their own temporary illness 
or injury; 


(e) persons who have a job but, up to the end of 
survey week, have been away from work without 
pay for four weeks or longer; and 


(f) persons permanently unable to work, students 
boarding at school, some patients in hospitals 
and sanatoria and inmates of reformatories, 
jails, etc. 


Table | illustrates the group within the civilian population 
aged fifteen years and over who are covered by this 
survey. 


Definitions 


5. Definitions of the principal labour force and demo- 
graphic categories appearing in this publication are given 
in The Labour Force, Australia (6203.0). 


6. Persons who want a job are those who: 


(a) in the four weeks before the interview week had 
not looked for work but in the survey answer 
‘yes’ or ‘maybe’ to the question ‘Even though you 
have not been looking for work would you like a 

full-time or part-time job now?’, or 


(b) although claiming to have looked for work in the 
four weeks before the interview week, had not 
taken active steps to find work. 


7. Active steps to find work include writing, tele- 
phoning or applying in person to an employer for work; 
answering a newspaper advertisement for a job; checking 
factory or Commonwealth Employment Service notice- 
boards; being registered with the Commonwealth Em- 
ployment Service; checking or registering with any other 
employment agency, advertising or tendering for work; 
and contacting friends or relatives. 


8. Highest ranked reason. Reasons for not actively 
looking for work were recorded in the order shown in 
Table 9. Where more than one reason was given, only the 
highest ranked has been included in the estimates in 
Tables 9 to 12. The estimates do not therefore reflect the 
relative importance of the reasons for not looking for 
work. Tables 13 and 14 show all responses, that is, 
persons who gave more than one reason have been 
counted against each reason reported. 


9. Among the reasons for not looking for work 
personal considerations include: own ill health, physical 
disability or pregnancy; studying or returning to studies; 
and no necessity to work; family considerations include 
such matters as ill health of another person; inability to 
find child care; children thought to be too young; a 
preference for looking after children and disapproval by 
the person’s spouse. 


10. Discouraged. Comprises persons who want a job 
but are not actively looking for work because they believe 
they would not be able to find a job for any of the 
following reasons: considered by employers to be too 
young or too old; language or racial difficulties; lack the 
necessary training, skills or experience; no jobs in their 
locality or line of work. 


Discontinuities in the series 


ll. Estimates for March 1979 and earlier periods are 
not strictly comparable with those obtained from later 
surveys because, commencing with the September 1979 
survey, the definition of Persons who want a job was 
widened to include those persons referred to in paragraph 
6 (b), some of whom would be classified as Discouraged. 


12. This survey excludes persons who have a job but, up 
to the end of survey week, have been away from work 
without pay for four weeks or longer (see paragraph 4 
(e)). With the exception of the September 1980 survey 
when these persons were also excluded, surveys of 
Persons Not in the Labour Force prior to March 1982 
included such persons and asked them appropriate 
questions. 


Reliability of the estimates 


13. Estimates in this publication are subject to two 
sources of error: 


(a) sampling error: since the estimates are based on 
information obtained from occupants ofa sample 
of dwellings, they may differ from the figures 
that would have been produced if all dwellings 
had been included in the survey. More infor- 
mation on this topic is given in the Technical 
note. 

(b) non-sampling error: inaccuracies may occur 
because of imperfections in reporting by inter- 
viewers and respondents and errors made in the 
coding and processing of data. These inaccuracies 
may occur in any enumeration, whether it be a 
full count or only a sample. Every effort is made 
to reduce the non-sampling error to a minimum 
by careful design of questionnaires, intensive 
training and supervision of interviewers and 
efficient operating procedures.

SUMMARY OF FINDINGS 


1. Discouraged jobseekers and the unemployed 


Measures of unemployment are aimed at providing indicators of the amount of unused labour in the labour 
market. Persons are deemed to be unemployed if they are not employed, are available to work and are taking active steps 


to find work. The number of unemployed persons in Australia so derived amounted to approximately 730,000 in March 
1983. 


In addition to the unemployed there are others who, while not actively searching and available for work, may also 
be considered to represent unused labour. In particular there are those who are currently outside the labour force because 
they believe they would not be able to find a job in the prevailing labour market conditions and therefore do not take 
active steps to find work. The ABS describes these persons as discouraged jobseekers and they are defined as those who 
want a job but are not actively looking because of any one of the following reasons: considered by employers to be too old 
or too young; language or racial difficulties; lack the necessary training, skills or experience; no jobs in their locality or 
line of work. Discouraged jobseekers numbered approximately 113,200 in March 1983. 


The increase in the number of discouraged jobseekers has generally paralleled the increase in unemployment over 
the last several years. The number of discouraged jobseekers had been relatively stable in the period from September 
1979 to March 1982 but increased by 34 per cent from 84,500 to 113,200 in the six months to March 1983. This compares 
with a rise of 45 per cent in unemployment over the same period. 


DIAGRAM 1. UNEMPLOYED PERSONS AND DISCOURAGED JOBSEEKERS 
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The composition of discouraged jobseekers has not changed substantially with the increase recorded over the 
period September 1982 to March 1983. The number of male discouraged jobseekers rose from 10,400 to 17,200, a larger 
percentage increase than that for females, although the discouraged jobseekers continue to be predominantly female. 
The job experience and job search activities of the discouraged were little changed from earlier periods. About |! percent 
of the discouraged jobseekers in March 1983 had never hada job, a small increase over the 1982 figure. About 58 per cent 
had not looked for work in the previous twelve months. 


DIAGRAM 2. CHARACTERISTICS OF DISCOURAGED JOBSEEKERS 
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The age characteristics of discouraged jobseekers may be highlighted by comparing the age structure of the 
discouraged with that of the unemployed and of persons not in the labour force. Persons not in the labour force tend to be 
young (e.g. those completing their studies) or in the older age groups (e.g. retirees) with relatively few in the prime 
working ages 35 to 54. The number of discouraged jobseekers, however, peaks in this age group.

2. Persons who want a job 


The number of persons outside the labour force who want a job was 707,000 in March 1983, up from 649,800 in 
September 1982. Persons who want a job represent a wide spectrum of potential workers from discouraged jobseekers 
(113,200 in March 1983) to those who were unable to look for personal reasons (273,900) or for family reasons (239,100). 
Personal factors which prevent people from looking for work include ill health, current study and having no need to 
work, while family considerations include inability to find child care and preference for looking after children or the 
family. Those with personal or family reasons for not looking for work may be considered to be further removed from the 
labour force than the discouraged jobseekers whose absence from the labour force may be linked to the job market 
situation. 


Some significant changes occurred in the characteristics of those wanting a job over the period September 1982 to 
March 1983. While the percentage of those wanting a job who gave personal considerations as the major reason for not 
looking for work, remained steady over the six month period, there appeared to be a switch from family reasons to 
discouraged reasons. About 16 per cent of those who want a job were discouraged jobseekers in March 1983 compared 
with 12 percent six months earlier. Over the same period the proportion giving family reasons dropped from 36 per cent 
to 34 per cent. There was also an increase in the proportion of those who wanted a job who were also available to start 
work. In March 1983, some 7! per cent could have started work within the following four weeks compared with 66 per 
cent in September 1982. This is in line with patterns in previous years.

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TECHNICAL NOTE 


Estimation procedure 

The estimates are derived from the population 
survey by use of a ratio estimation procedure, which 
ensures that the estimates conform to an independently 
estimated distribution of the population for each capital 
city and remainder of State by age and sex, rather than to 
the corresponding distribution within the sample itself. 


Reliability of the estimates 


2. Since the estimates in this publication are based on 
information obtained from occupants of a sample of 
dwellings, they are subject to sampling variability: that is, 
they may differ from the figures that would have been 
produced if all dwellings had been included in the survey. 
One measure of the likely difference is given by the 
standard error, which indicates the extent to which an 
estimate might have varied by chance because only a 
sample of dwellings was included. There are about two 
chances in three that a sample estimate will differ by less 
than one standard error from the figure that would have 
been obtained if all dwellings had been included, and 
about nineteen chances in twenty that the difference will 
be less than two standard errors. Another measure of the 
likely difference is the relative standard error, which is 
otained by expressing the standard error as a percentage 
of the estimate. 


3. Space does not allow for the separate indication of 
the standard errors of all estimaies in this publication. A 
table of standard errors for general application is given 
on the following page. Since they are averages based on 
calculations for a limited number of past surveys over a 
wide range of labour force characteristics these figures 
will not give a precise measure of the standard error of a 
particular estimate but they will provide an indication of 
its magnitude. 


4. An example of the calculation and the use of 
standard errors in relation to estimates of persons is as 
follows. From Table 14 on the previous page, the 
estimated number of discouraged jobseekers in the age 
group fifteen to nineteen years is 10,500. Since this 
estimate is between 10,000 and 20,000 the standard error 
for Australia will be between 1,400 and 2,000 in the 
standard error table and can be approximated as 1,450 
(rounded to the nearest 50). Therefore, there are about 
two chances in three that the value that would have been 
produced if all dwellings had been included in the survey 
will fall in the range 9,050 to 11,950 and about nineteen 
chances in twenty that the value will fall within the range 
7,600 to 13,400. This example is illustrated in the 
following diagram.

5. As can be seen from the standard error table, the 
smaller the estimate the higher is the relative standard 
error. Very small estimates are thus subject to such high 
standard errors (relative to the size of the estimate) as to 
detract seriously from their value for most reasonable 
uses. In the tables in this publication, estimates less than 
the lowest levels shown in the standard error table have 
not been published. Although figures for these small 
components can in some cases be derived by subtraction, 
they should not be regarded as reliable. 


6. Proportions and percentages formed from the ratio 
of two estimates are also subject to sampling errors. The 
size of the error depends on the accuracy of both the 
numerator and the denominator. The formula for the 
relative standard error (RSE) of a proportion is given 
below: 


RSE (x/y) = VERSE (x) - [RSE (y)P 


7. Considering the example from paragraph 4 above, 
the 10,500 fifteen to nineteen year olds are about 9.3 per 
cent of the 113,200 discouraged jobseekers aged fifteen to 
sixty-four years. The standard error for 113,200 is 
approximately 4,060 so the relative standard error is 3.6 
per cent. The relative standard error for 10,500 is 13.8 per 
cent. Applying the above formula, the relative standard 
error of the proportion is ,/(13.8)? — (3.6)? or 13.3 per 
cent, giving a standard error for the proportion (9.3 per 
cent) of 1.2 percentage points. Therefore, there are about 
two chances in three that the proportion of discouraged 
jobseekers in the age group fifteen to nineteen years is 
between 7.5 per cent and 9.9 per cent and nineteen 
chances in twenty the proportion is within the range 6.3 
per cent to [1.1 per cent. 


8. Published figures may also be used to estimate the 
difference between two survey estimates (of numbers or 
percentages). Such a figure is itself an estimate and is 
therefore subject to sampling error. The sampling error 
of the difference between two estimates depends on their 
standard errors and the relationship (correlation) between 
them. An approximate standard error (SE) of the 
difference between two estimates (x-y) may be calculated 
by the following formula: 





SE (x-y) = V[SE (0 + [SE ()P 


While this formula will only be exact for differences 
between separate and uncorrelated characteristics or sub- 
populations it is expected to provide a good approx- 
imation for all differences likely to be of interest in this 
publication. 


9. The imprecision due to sampling variability, which is 
measured by the standard error, should not be confused 
with inaccuracies that may occur because of imperfections 
in reporting by interviewers and respondents and errors 
made in the coding and processing of data. Inaccuracies 
of this kind are referred to as the non-sampling error, and 
they may occur in any enumeration, whether it be a full 
count or only a sample.
